He pointed 
out the vast amount of road work, 
including the Voie Sacree from Bar- 
le-Duc to Verdun, rebuilt under his di- 
rection for the constant movements of 
large bodies of troops and supplies 
necessary to maintain the defense. 

In lighter vein, his comments dur- 
ing this trip on French politicians 
were amusing, if not always compli- 
mentary, and he congratulated me 
many times on being so far removed 
from political interference. One after- 
noon the conversation drifted to paint- 
ing and he asked me how many times 
I had sat for my portrait. “Several 
times already,” I said. “The last one, 
which was very good, was done by a 
distinguished artist by the name of 
Jonas (English Jonah) for ‘] Illustra- 
tion.’ ” 

Immedigtely he said: “Don’t let 
them publish it! Don’t do it! Every 
officer whose portrait by Jonas has 
appeared in that journal has been -'e- 
lieved from his command.” 


Not that I am, superstitious, quite 
the contrary. but I immediately for- 
bade the publication of the portrait, 
and to this day it has never appeared. 


From the time of Nivelle’s failure 
in April the depression in the French 
armies had been so great that Petain, 
who succeeded him, had been content 
simply to hold the trenches, and no 
French offensive operation of conse- 
quence had been attempted until this 
one. From the moment of his assign- 
ment Petain began to build up the 
shattered morale of his armies, and 
probably no officer in France could 
have performed the task so well. 


Petain’s immense success in the de- 
fense of Verdun had won for him the 
confidence of the army and the coun- 
try, and yet he remained the same 
modest. unassuming character, consist- 
ent and conservative.

“He was determined,’ Shouse con- 
tinued, “that this commission of emi- 
nent jurists, constitutional authori- 
ties and educators should be as sub- 
servient as the tariff commission, for 
example, has been in the past. It is 
not going too far to conclude that the 
confused result of their efforts was 
due to the knowledge of the limita- 
tion of their powers by the reserva- 
tions in the president’s mind.” 

Representative Fiorello LaGuardia, 
republican, New York, introduced in 
the house a proposed constitutional 
amendment to restore to congress the 
right to regulate liquor traffic as 
favored by a majority of the individ- 
ual commissioners. Senator John J. 
Blaine, republican, Wisconsin, intro- 
duced a similar resolution in the sen- 
ate yesterday. 

Senator Simeon D. Fess, republican 
national chairman, said today that 
President Hoover's message to con- 
gress indorsing the 18th amendment 
and opposing its repeal or revision 
forecast the position he would take in 
the next presidential campaign. 

Agreement was general that Mr. 
Hoover could be expected to seek re- 
election as a dry candidate. 

The Illinois chapter of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union sent the 
president a message declaring it was 
setting out to offset the “smear Hoo- 
ver” campaign with a campaign to

his second election.” 

At the same time some drys showed 
a disposition to favor a showdown 
in favor of resubmission of the amend- 
ment believing they could win and 
thus end decisively the present un- 
certainty as to the sentiment of the 
country.

HOW MUCH OF YOUR BRAIN 
DO YOU USE? 

A 12-year-old boy hopped on his 
bicycle and followed the fire engine 
up the street. The fire chief's car 
came along after the engine and in 
attempting to dodge the boy on the 
bike knocked him off the wheel. The 
boy's head struck the pavement with 
tremendous impact, and his skull cap 
was split off completely. We hurried 


‘him to the hospital and replaced por- 


tions of the cerebrum and stitched up 


the meningeal membrane and covered- 


the brain with the skull cap. The boy 
talked with us quite rationally while 
we were at work. He felt no pain 
from the stitching and necessary ma- 
nipulation of the damaged brain tis- 
sues and skull. The brain itself has 
no sensation to pain. Neither has 
any other internal organ, The pain 
of appendicitis, for instance, is not in 
the appendix at all. It is in the 
branches of spinal nerves in the belly, 
the abdominal wall. Once through 
the skin and body wall, you can cut 
and sew without giving the patient 
any pain, provided . void rough 
handling, tension or ing of the 
tissues or bruising ‘Vv. These 
latter stimuli cau: "1, but they 
are likely to pro: rious shock. 
The absence of pai. .se In internal 
organs explains how surgeons can ac- 
complish so much under local anes- 
thesia—they have only to benumb the 
sensitive nerves of skin and body wall, 
and to use all gentleness and care 
in the manipulation of the internal 
Structures on which they are working.

Labor Government Passes 
Education Bill After 
Defeat on Division. 


BY PHILLIP HEWITT-MYRING. 

LONDON, Jan. 21.—(#) —Prime 
Minister Ramsay MacDonald's labor 
government was defeated by 33 votes 
in a division on the controversial edu- 
cation bill in the house of commons to- 
night, but some hours later carried 
the bill victoriously through third 


reading by 256 votes against 238—a | 
government majority of 18. 

Now the measure goes to the house | 
of lords. 

The defeat had no immediate conse- | 
quence, for immediately after the di- | 
vision Mr. MacDonald announced to a) 
wildly excited house that no big ques. | 
tion of general principle was involved, | 
and that the government would carry | 
on. 

The defeat came mainly as the re-| 
sult of the intrusion of a religious | 
controversy into polities, for the divi- | 
sion in which the government found | 
itself outvoted, 282 to 249, was| 
taken on an amendment to the edu- 
cation bill, moved by John Scurr, a 
Roman Catholie laborite. 

This amendment called for the pas- | 
sage of an act giving financial as- | 
sistance to religious schools before the | 
main education bill is put into opera- 


the government. Mr. MacDonald later 
announced that the cabinet would ac- 
cept the amendment and proceed with 
the bill. 

Shouts of “Resign” were 
from the conservative benches 
the vote was announced. 

After Mr. MacDonald had made it 
clear that he had no intention of 
doing anything of the kind, Winston 
Churchill, former conservative minis- 
ter, spoke of the government’s “hu- 
miliation” and said that Mr. Mac- 
Donald was the greatest living master 
of the art of falling without hurting 
himself. The premier, however, re- 
mained perfectly calm and the excite 
ment soon subsided. 

The education bill raises the age 
at which children may leave school 
from 14 to 15 years and authorizes 
grants to poor parents for children 
coming within the provision of the 
act.

However, the idea seems to have become pretty general 
now among the ruder intellects of coaches, alumni members of 
athletic boards, officials and even sporting goods dealers. 

In fact, when | heard one sporting goods dealer solemnly 
declare that “something had to be done” about the over-play 
football is getting, | decided to change what I have been jocu- 
larly referring to as my own mind. Can you imagine a man 
who sells footballs thinking the game over-emphasized?

The change in public attitude toward the football problem | 


is a demonstration of the truism: If you keep telling them it is 
so, they finally will believe it. 

Old What’s His Name demonstrated that in the 
Roman senate by arising ever once in so often from his 
bench and declaring ‘‘Cartago delenda est.’”’ Rome 
finally got so tired hearing him sound off that they went 
out and delenda-ed Carthage and it still est, according 
to last reports. 

Regularly once a week some educatOR breaks into print 
with the statement that football is over-emphasized—year in 
and year out the average is once a week with the barrage inten- 
sified during the winter when they have their conventions and 
adopt resolutions to that effect. 

Now everybody believes it. It has been accepted—even by 
sporting goods salesmen. Perhaps the educatORS gathered a 


lesson from the old Roman (it was Cicero, wasn’t it? ). Which | 


goes to prove there is something in higher education after all.

One suspects that in recommending 18 games of football 
a year Mr. Thorpe was speaking as an official and sports goods 
salesman, not as a coach. The biggest objection to this system 
would come from coaches.

MAKE BOYS PASS EXAMS. 

However, being unterrified by any problem of this nature, 
[ can otter a solution. It is compounded from several opinions 
of coaches, etc., and is not exactly original. 

Let a small group of institutions—say eight—be 
formed in our section. Let a central board of examina- 
tion be appointed from the faculties of those institutions. 
Let this centra! board give entrance examinations to 
every prospective student who desired to play football 
or take part in any athletics. 

Only those students who could pass this standard entrance 
examination would be eligible for sports. Those who failed 
could enter on their high school credits as they do now, but 
they could never participate in sports. 

An added requirement of scholarship would be that 
every athlete must be pursuing courses leading to a

The monument will bear the follow- 
ing inscription, which will convey to 
all who pause to read it, the esteem 
and reverence the memory of Colo- 
nel Hawkins is held in the hearts of 
Georgia people: 

“Erected in 1931 by 
States government 
the life and public service of Colonel 
Beniamin Hawkins, who was born 
in Warren county, North 
August 15, 1754. and died at the Creek 
Indian agency on the Flint river June 
(1816. Le was a student at Prince- 
ton, and shortly after the beginning of 
the revolution he became a member of 
Washington's staff with the rank of 
colonel, serving with — distinction 
throughout the war. He was one of 
the first senators from North Caro- 
lina and was conspicuous for his in- 
terest in Indian affairs. He was ask- 
ed by Washington to assume jurisdic- 
tion over all Indian tribes south of 
the Ohio river. 

“At the height of his career he 
came to Georgia and established his 
home among the Creek Indians, onthe 
banks of the Flint river in Crawford 
county. Colonel Hawkins built the 
fort which was named
